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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 



Group I, claim(s) 1-16, drawn to a method of in vitro expansion of mammalian stem or 
progenitor cells by providing an effective amount of Asb-a polypeptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 17, drawn to an Asb-a polypeptide. 

Group III, claim(s) 18-29, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid molecule, an expression 
vector, a host cell which is a stem or progenitor cell, and a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising the stem or progenitor cell. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I recites the special technical feature of in vitro expansion of mammalian stem or 
progenitor cells by providing an effective amount of Asb-a polypeptide. 

Group II recites the special technical feature of an Asb-a polypeptide, which is not 
required by the product of Group III. 

Group III recites the special technical feature of isolated nucleic acid molecule, an 
expression vector, a host cell which is a stem or progenitor cell, and a pharmaceutical 
composition comprising the stem or progenitor cell, which is not required by the product 
of Group II. 
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3. A further restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

4. The inventions listed as Groups A-D do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: In the instant case, 
the different inventions of Groups (A-D) are unique proteins and nucleic acid molecules 
of different lengths and are composed of different amino acids and base pairs. 
Accordingly, each of the different protein and nucleic acid sequences are not so linked 
under PCT Rule 13.1 and are thus placed in four different inventive groups numbered 
A-D. Searching all of the sequences in a single patent application would provide an 
undue search burden on the examiner and the USPTO's resources because of the non- 
coextensive nature of these searches. Furthermore, each of the sequences represents 
a different gene/protein with unique and diverse functional features. 
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Note: This is a Restriction requirement, not an Election of species. In order 
to be fully responsive, Applicant must select one from Inventions l-lll and one 
from groups A-D. 

5. In response to this Office Action/Election requirement, applicant must elect one 
from Groups l-lll and A-D (amino acid/nucleic acid sequence) for consideration.

Notice of Rejoinder 

8. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims.

Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy. Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that 
the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply 
where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent 
issues.
